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PUBLIC RECCXSNTTION OF SERVICE 

On November 9, 1936, Mr. Hoover was the recipient 
of the Distinguished Service Medal from the Boys* Clubs of 
America, "in recognition of his services on behalf of the boyhood 
of America and in crime prevention work." The only other similar 
medal ever awarded by the Boys* Clubs of America was presented 
to the late John Hays Hammond. 

The Northeast High School of Philadelphia conferred its 
Senate Award upon Mr. Hoover in 1936, and a Silver Loving Cup 
in 1937, "in recognition of his intelligence and courage in success- 
ftiUy attacking the vicious crime which was attacking our Nation*** 

On April 14, 1937, he received the Medal of Achieve- 
ment from the Penn Athletic Club in Philadelphia 'lor distinguished 
public service.*' 

On May 11, 1937, he was awarded the Gold Medal of the 
National Institute of Social Sciences in New York City **for dis- 
tinguished services rendered to humanity." 

On August 11, 1938, the District of Columbia Department 
of the American Legion awarded him its Annual Citation for 
"Distinguished Citizenship,**

On June 14, 1939, he was awarded the Alumni Achieve* 
ment Award by The George Washington University Alumni 
Association* 

On September 27, 1939, the FBI National Academy con- 
ferred its first Honorary Award on Mr. Hoover in recognition of 
his pioneering in the field of police training. 

On AprU 23, 1940, the Public Welfare Medal of the 
National Academy of Sciences was awarded to Mr. Hoover '*for 
eminence in the application of science to the public welfare." 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars conferred their Gold 
Citizenship Medal ixpon him on October 25, 1940, for 'Hyutstand- 
ing contributions to the cause of Americanism and the American 
way of life." 

On October 14, 1942, the National Society, New Jersey 
Society, and the Orange Chapter of the Sons of the American 
Revolution presented Mr. Hoover with the Good Citizenship Medal 
for 1942 as a token of "appreciation of long and distinguished 
service you have so signally rendered the people of this nation, 
for long continued and exceptionally effective and successful 
service," and **for the mighty influence you and your Bureau are 
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constantly exerting for the lifting to higher levels the citizenship 
of the land." 

The Holland Society of New York, on November 19, 1942, 
presented Mr. Hoover with a gold medal which is awarded "annually 
to an outstanding American for distinguished achievements of 
marked benefit to his fellowmen." ha 1939 this award was made to 
Wendell WUlkie, in 1940 to Henry Ford, and in 1941 to William Lyon 
Phelps. 

la January, 1943, Mr. Hoover was the recipient of the 
"Optimist Creed** plaque presented to him by the Optimist Clubs of 
North America. 

On January 25, 1944, the Republic of Ecuador conferred 
upon Mr. Hoover the decoration of the National Order of Merit with 
the rank of Commander, First Class, in recognition of his collab- 
oration with the Ecuadorian Authorities in the suppression of fifth 
column activities, the training of Ecuadorian police officials during 
the period preceding, as well as since the outbreak of war, and for 
his accomplishments in effecting a closer law enforcement co- 
operation in the cause of the allied nations. 

On June 3, 1944, Mr. Hoover was designated as an 
Honorary Member of the First Pan-American Congress of 
Criminology held at Santiago, Chile. 

On April 10, 1945, Senor Samuel Lewis of the Republic 
of Panama, bestowed upon Mr. Hoover the National Order of Vasco 
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Nunez de Balboa, with the grade of Caballero, one of the highest 
decorations of his country, for the Director's work in continental 
defense during the war. 

In August, 1945, Mr. Hoover was made a member of the 
Honorary Legion of Honor, Order of DeMolay, 

On November 19^ 1945, Mr. Hoover was appointed to 
the National Court of Honor and the Public Relations Committee of 
the Boy Scouts of America*

and Public Service. 

On January 8, 1946, the Board of Directors of the CYO 
presented Mr. Hoover with the 1945 Champions Award of the

On June 15, 1946, Elbert K. FretweU, Chief Scoot 
Executive, advised Mr. Hoover that he was re-elected as a

America.** 

On September 30, 1946, the "American Legion 
Distinguished Service Medal was awarded to Mr. Hoover at the 
28th Annual Convention of the American Legion in San Francisco. 

In December, 1947, King George VI of England, 
appointed Mr. Hoover an honorary Knight Commander of the 
Civil Division of the Most Excellent Order of the British Empire 
in recognition of Mr. Hoover*s "outstanding contribution to the 
Allied victory in the field of intelligence and security." 

On October 27, 1949, Mr. Hoover was awarded the 
"Theodore Hoosevelt Distinguished Service Medal" by the 
Boosevelt Memorial Association. 
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On March 9, 1950, Mr. Frank S. Land, Founder and 
Secretary General of the Order of DeMolay, advised Mr. Hoover 
that he had been elected as an Active Member of the Grand Council 
of the Order of DeMolay and that it was a Life Tenure. 

On May 2, 1950, Mr. Hoover received the Grand Lodge 
Medal for Distinguished Achievement from the Grand Lodge, 
F. A. A. M. of the State of New York. 

On May 18, 1950, former President Herbert Hoover 
presented Mr, J. Edgar Hoover with the Golden Keystone Award 
of the Boys' Clubs of America. 

On May 21, 1950, the Essex County Council of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Newark, New Jersey, presented a 
bronze plaque to Mr. Hoover ''for his outstanding work in com- 
bating Conununism." 

On September 25, 1950, Mr. Hoover was presented 
with a silver award by American Mercury magazine -as the 
person making the outstanding contribution in the field of crime 
detection in the past year."

On August 10, 1951, the American Legion conferred 
upon Mr. Hoover a citation esqpressing the appreciation of the 
Legion for Mr. Hoover* s "incessant battle to keep the Ihuted States 
of America forever vigilant and forever free." 

On December 13, 1951, His Excellency, the Ambassador 
of Greece, presented to Mr. Hoover at the Greek Embassy in 
Washington, D. C, the "Cross of the Grand Commander of the 
Royal Order of the Phoenix" on behalf of His Majesty King Paul I 
of the Hellenes. 

On June 25, 1952, the Associated Credit Bureaus of 
America presented Mr. Hoover their Credit Award **for distinguished 
contributions to the Advancement and Protection of the American 
Way of Life." 

On February 22, 1953, Mr. Hoover received the "George 
Washington Honor Medal" of the Freedoms Foundation for his 
magazine article titled "Civil Liberties and Law Enforcement: The 
Role of the FBL*' 
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On March 14, 1953, Mr. Hoover received one of the 
"1953 Russwurm Awards'' oi the National Newspaper Publishers 
Association **for your outstanding achievement in makit^ possible 
a richer conception of democratic principles and in tribute for up- 
holding those highest traditions considered as the ideals of the 
American Way of Life." 

On May 11, 1953, the Civic Relations Committee of the 
District of Columbia American Legion, presented the annual **High 
Legion Citation" to Mr. Hoover fbr his "inspirational and out- 
standing leadership in the District and throughout the Nation."

**unfailing self-discipline and sense of duty" . , .and his "Justice, by 
which he has protected the innocent as well as brought punishment 
to the guilty and rendered to God, to Country, and to his fellowmen 
what is due them." 

On January 12, 1955, Mr. Hoover received the "Honorary 
Citizenship Award" of the George Junior Republic, 

On February 23, 1955, Mr. Hoover was presented the 
Boyal Arch Gold Medal by the members of the Grand Council of the 
Royal Arch Masons. 

On May 9, 1955, Mr. Hoover was awarded the George 
Washington Honor Medal by the Freedoms Foundation, Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania, for his magazine article titled "The Communists 
Are After Our Minds." 

On May 27, 1955, Mr. Hoover was awarded the National 
Security Medal by President Eisenhower for his outstanding con- 
tributions in the field of intelligence relating to national security. 

On October 21, 1955, Mr, Hoover was elevated to the 
Honorary Thirty-third Degree of the Scottish Rite in Washington, 
D. C. This honor was bestowed upon him by the members of the 
Supreme Council, Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Free- 
masonry, at their meeting in Washington, D.C, in October, 1955. 
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On February 22, 1957, Mr. Hoover received the Valley 
Forge Teachers Medal #1. On this same date he received the 
George Washington Award and this was the first time in the history 
of Freedoms Foundation where in one day the Foundation presented 
two awards to any one person. 

On April 22, 1957, Mr. Hoover received the First Annual 
Lantern Award given by the Massachusetts State Council, Knights 
of Columbus at a Patriots* Day dinner in Boston, Massachusetts, 
*'Ih Recognition of the Fidelity, Bravery, and Integrity that have 
Characterized his Outstanding Patriotic Service as Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation."

JmauMry 5. 1926« wrote the Director expreasiiig hie deep appreclatioa for the 
transfer of Bowling from St. L«aie to Norfolk, VirginiA. The other case iavolTed 
former Special Agent Charles P, Aita. Joseph B. Grundy of Penad^anla interceded 
on his behalf. Aita's resignation was requested in 1924; however, the request for 
Aita's resignation was rescinded iq>oa the intercession on the part of Joseph B. Grun- 
Aita did resign on January 27, 1925t however. Congressman Henry W. Watson 
interceded for Aita and on Iwlarch ZQ, 1925. he was reappointed and directed to 
report to New York City. On April 20, 1925, he reported to Detroit and in 
Auguet of 1925. wnt transferred to Cincinnati. On September 29, 1925, Aita 
requested a transfer to Philadelphia and on October 3, 1925, the Director expressed 
his regret to Aita that he could not be transferred. Congressman Henry W. Watson 
then interceded. It appeared that Aita had gone to Philadelphia rather than retuminjf 
to Cincinneti. The Director eag>lalned the facts to Congressman Watson by letter 
October 19, 1925, and stated his willingness to accept Aita's resignation without 
prejudice if the resignation was received in a few days, ft was subaoitted on 

(October 27, 1925. Perhaps the Director can recall whether these cases are the 
ones that he has in mind, although I see no necessity of Identifying the case to Knebe 

Xnebel then told me that he had talked to one former Agent who had 
stated that some Agents get in trouble because after working day and night 
under tremendous pressure, their nerves are frayed and they are told to do 
something which they can't agree is the proper thing to do and they flare up. 
I told Kuebel that this was ridiculous; that the Director had standing orders

I It was of interest to Sullivan to learn that they are Mtill 
talking about the Director 'e vieit to Denver of some time ago (relative 
to the conference with President Eisenhower) • 



It seems that while in Denver the Director expressed himself 
as being strongly opposed to pomp, ceremony ostentation and general 
artificiality which so often characterises the "high brass** of the 
armed services. The Director apparently made it evident that he did 
not care for it, not only in the armed services but wherever it is to 
be found. 

This made a profound and lasting impression on the ma of the 
Denver Office* They were delighted. They are still quoting among 
themselves some of the jesting and humorous remarks which the Director 
made on the subject. They commented on how friendly, demooratie and 
unassuming his ownattitude was~^a decided contrast to the attitude of 
so many Generals, Admirals, etc* known to the Agents over a period of 
time. Apart from the official purpose of the Director's visit to 
Denver, it was very obvious to Sullivan that his visit to Denver did 
the men in that office a great deal of good. One Agent summed up well 

I the attitude of all with this remark, overheard by Sullivan, Boss 
is welcome back here any day~^even if he drops in on us wi'diout warning.
